When M. Stcherbina. the Russian 


consul, was murdered at Jlitrovi tia, con-

•was aa Albanian whose tribe was la re- 
bellioa against the government. The 
outrage at Monastir. however, was of 
quite another character, and called for 
the severest puaishmtat. The czar. 
therefore, ordered that no promises on 
the part of the Turkish governaieat 
rhoald be accepted.
